HE 16h of this Month the Chevalier 
de Nangis, Lieutenant of a Man of 
War, arriv’d from the Iflands of Ame- 
rica, brought the following News. 
- The Gount de Chavagnac, command- 
ing a Squadron of the King’s Ships, having 
taken on board at Martineco a Detachment of Troops 
commanded by M. du Parquet the King’s Lieute- 
nant, another of Militia commanded by the Sieurs 
du Bec and Collard, and 5 or 600 Buccaniers, made 
aDefcent the 21ft of February laft, upon the Ifland 
of St. Chriftcphers, poffefs’d by the Englifh. He 
yilegd and ravag’d it, till the 2d of March, when 
e return’d and anchor'd at Guadeloupe, with a 
great Boory. *Tis reckon’d the Damage he did the 
En my amounts to three Millions of Livres. The 
mh of Maich M. d'Iberville arriv’d at Martineco 
with ano-her Squadron of the King’s Ships. He 
took on board 1100 of the Inhabitants or Buccanic~s 
of that ‘fland, and having joyn’d the Count de Uha- 
vagn.c, he made a Defcent the Night between the 
‘tit and 2d of April on the Ifland of Nevis, which is 
the Svcord Leeward Ifland belonging to the Englith. 
He bea: the Enemy from feveral advantagious Pofts, 
and oot of the Fort of the Point, into which they 
rev with the greateft Part of their Artillery, and 
tock 22 Ships that lay at Anchor under the Fort. 
The gth of April be march’d to attack them in the 
H", woere they had intrench’d themfelves, in a 
Poi wh fe Avenues were almoft impracticable : 
Kurthe, eff-r'd to capitulate, and accepted fuch Ar- 
tic as he thought fit to grant them. The princi- 
pel were, thar the Commander in chief, the Soldiers, 
and all the Inhabitants without Diftinction of Age 
or Sex. fhould be Prifoners of War: And thet they 
fhould deliver up al their Negrces, ’Tis not known 
yet whar the o-her Boory amounts to, but there are 
7000 Negroes, shout 30 Veffels equipp’d for War or 
Trate ; and ‘rie beliew’d thofe 2 Iflands cannot in 10 
Yeas be reftor’d to the Condition they were in.

of that Storm. By Expreffes from Piemonte we 
learn, that the 13th Inftant the Duke de la Feuillade 
came with his Army before Turin, and was co pafs 
the Doria the next Day, to form the Siege of that 
City. 

* It appears by all rhe former Advices from Paris, that the Couriers 
fent by the Marthal de Theffe from the Camp before Barcelona con: 
ftantly arriv’d at the Court of #rance in 6 or 7 Days at molt: It is 
not to be doubted theretore, that if even by the rgth of May the 
Bc fiegers of Barcelona had attempted to ftorm it, we fhould hove been 
told it by the Advices from Paris of the 21ft. This Silence of the 
Paris Letters, but more the Turn things muft of Courfe hove taken at 
Barcelona upon the Flight of the Count de Touloufé and the Arrival 
of Sir John Leake, make it fo very probable the Siege is rais’d, that 
no unprejudic’d Man can well doubt of it. 


From the Leiden Gazette, dated May 25. 
Francfort, May 19. This morning a Regiment of 
Horfe of the Troops of Hanover, pafsd the Main 
here. They wil! be follow'd to morrow by a Regi- 
ment of Drzgoons: Their Infantry that is not tar 
behind, are to pafs the Main at Rupelheim ; and 
their Rendezvous is appointed ar Graben near Philips- 
bourg. Thefe Trooos are follow'd by 4 Regiments 
of thofe of Heffe Caffel ; and ‘ris comjuted that 
when they have joyn’d the Ferces the Prince of Ba- 
den has with him at Stoblhoffen, he will have an 
Army of 40000 Men, with which he will be able to 
act offenfively againft the En-m,. 
From the Leiden Gazetie, dated May 25. 
Leiden, May 25. Letters thar came in to Day 
from the Hague advife, that on Sunday the 23d In- 
ftant the Army of the Allies commended by my: 
Lord Duke of Marlborough and the Field-Marthal 
d’ Auverquerque advancing toward Judcigne, .found 
the Enemy’s Army drawn up in Order of Batile in 
the Plain. They had pofted 10 Bartallicus in a 
Village nam’d Ramellies. Our Generals thought fic 
to attack thar Village firft, which was done about 
2a Clock in the Afternoon with that Succes, that 
thofe 10 Battallions were kill’d or taken Pri- 
foners. Then the 2 Armies came to a general 
Engagement, which was very bloody and lafted till 
5 a Clock, when the Enemy’s Army began to give 
Ground. At 6a Clock they betook themfelves to 
Flight on all Sides. Our Men took 30, fome 
fay 60, Pieces of Cannon, with a great Number of 
Standards and Colours, a Lieutenant General, a 
‘Major General, and many other Officers. In «h's 
Bartle we loft Prince Louis of Heffe Major Gerevs: 
M. de St. Paul, Major Boncourt, andthe 
Marlbcrough’s Gentleman of the Horfe, Too 
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ot. Warfufe and Brigadier Eck had eacha Leg fitot 
of Our Army afcerwards pals'd the Gheere, and 
proceeded towards the Dyle, to pals that likewite, 
purfuing the Enemy. 


From the Camp at Bavechein, May 24. ‘ On Sz- . 


‘ rurday the Army march’d from Borchloen to Cor- 
‘ (warem, the Danith Troops came up with the Rear 
‘and encamp’d at fome Diltance. We decainp'd 
‘ again about 3 Yefterday Morning, and {eon had 
* Advice that the French were likew:le on the marca 
towards us, tho’ their General Officers who are 
“taken Prifoners agree that they did not defiga to 
atrack us till Day. Immediately upoa notice 
* of their motion, my Lord Duke tent tor the Danes 
‘tocomeup. Before Noon the 2 Armics were in 
* Sight, and all Diligence was us’d on both Sides to 
‘form into Order of Battle ; the Cannon began to 
‘ play before one a Clock, and the Euemy who had 
«the fhorreft march having poffefs'd themfzives of 
‘ the Village of Ramelis, where they had a confider- 
* able Bawery ; our firft Attack began there soon 
afer Clock, and continued with great Ob- 
itracy tidatlengch the Enemy were oblig’d to 
‘give way, with great Lofs of Men kid or 
‘caken : and our Troops purluing their Blow wich 
* great Bravery, the Enemy began co rete becween 
‘jour and five ; upon which Orders.were given 
‘for the whole Army to purfue, which they did 
* with che greareft Diligence, and coming up with 
‘ their Rear kill’d and took a great Number, and 
* rook moft of their Artillery and Baggage, of which 
* we have not yet che Particulars ; but we reckon al- 
* ready near Four thoufand Prifoners, among whom 
* are {everal General Officers, as there are likewife 
* among the dead. The Army made a Haltin the 
‘ Nighr, 2nd by Break: of Day began to advance ; 
* we are now within cwo Leagues of Louvain,and it 
* is defign’d the Army fhall mirch by break of Day to 
* Morrow, in Order to try the Patfage of the Dyle. 


Hague, May 25. ‘ This Morning about 3 a Clock, 
* M. Watfenaar Aide de Camp to M. d’ Auverquer- 
* quearriv’d bere. He broughr no Lecter, bur gave 
* a verbal Account, that on Sunday laft ouc Army 
* advanciog againft the Enemy, (who having drein’d 
“all tucir Garrifons, and being ftrengcen’d with all 
* the orfe from the Marthal de Marfin’s Army, de- 
* pended on the Superioncy of their Numbers) end 
‘found them in Battalia, a Clock 
* boch Armics began to cantionade each other. A- 
* bout? in the Afternoon the Troops of the King 
‘of Fronce’s Houwfhoid fell with great Fury on our 
* Right Wing, where was the Ariny of this Srate : 
‘ They put our firft Line into Diforder, after having 
*‘mau!:’ our blew Regiment of Horfe Guards, 
and our Battallions of Foor Guards. Having 
* broke through the firft Line, they began to form 
* themfelves co atrack the fecond: Bur Lieutenaor 
* General Hompefch with 8 Sqadrcns fought them a 
* good while, «ill the Danes charg’d them in Flank, 
* and joyntly with our 8 Squadrons cut chem all off. 
* Afterthar a great Slaughter was made of the Enemy, 
* who at half an Hour paft 4 began to give Ground, 
and dividing themfelves into 2 Bodies made off, 
one towards Louvain, the other rowards Wavre. 
* 30 Pieces of Canron were taken by one Wing of 
‘our Army, and M. Waffenaar fays that at his De- 
* parture Brigsdier Cadogan told him 25 more were 
* taken by the other Wing; all che Enemy’s Baggage 
was taken, end abundance of Standards, Colours, 
and Kertle-deums. Our Army was in Purfuir of

* the Enemy at a1 a Clock, when M. Waffenaar 
‘came away. Tirlemont and Judoigne were fo 
* fill'd withthe Enemy’s Baggage, that there was no 
patiing througithole Towrs. A great Number of 
* Prifoners were taken, among them a Lieutenant 
* General whofe Name is faid to be Viiletre. M. d’ 


Auverquerque having given Quarter to a Bavarian
